Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  a  brief  report  of  the  health  of  the  Stafford  Rural 
District  for  the  years  1916  and  1917.

j^oTE. — The  population  of  the  Rural  District  for  1917  has  been  adjusted  by  the  Registrar 
General,  in  view  of  the  alteration  of  the  boundary  of  the  District,  consequent  upcm 
the  extension  of  the  Borough  of  Stafford,  April  Ist,  1917,  so  that  it  is  possible  to 
show  the  birth  and  death-rate  over  the  whole  year,  in  place  of  having  to  estimats 
the  figures  for  the  first  three  months  separately,  before  the  alteration  in  tha 
boundary  took  effect.

Epidemic  Cerebro-Spiftal  Meningfitls. 

Two  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  in  the  District.  One  case  occurred  in  a  licensed 
house  adjoining  the  Camp,  and  was  probably  contracted  through  the  visits  of  the  Military. 
The  case  proved  fatal  shortly  after  recognition.  The  house  was  immediately  closed  to  the 
Military  and  other  necessary  precautions  taken.  The  second  case,  which  also  proved  fatal, 
occurred  at  a  farm  house  from  which  milk  was  distributed  to  the  military  and  civil  popula¬ 
tion.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  safeguard  this  supply,  and  no  subsequent  case  was 
traced  to  this  source. 

Water  Testing:. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  submitted  two  samples  of  water  for  testing.  Both  of 
these  were  found  to  be  unsuitable  for  drinking,  and  the  necessary  steps  were  taken  to 
remedy  this. 

Maternal  and  Infant  Welfare.
